In nine days it was on the Ar- 
gonne line ready for an attempt, the 
failure of which might mean disaster 
and the success of which would give 
untold results.

Use Up Enemy Reserves. 
It was at daybreak of Sept. 26 when 
the Americans went in. Using nine di- 
visions for the preliminary attack and

But the enemy was not taken wholly 
by surprise. The second day he threw 
into the line five counter attack divi- 
sions he had held in close reserve. They 
were his best troops, but they failed 


but they failed to check the gradual ad- 
vance of the Americans over the diffi- 
cult terrain. 

The first phase of the action ended 
Oct. 31, during which the American 
gains were not large, but they com- 
pelled the enemy to use 4 large num- 
ber of divisions, which became slowly 


jexhausted and thus were unable to 


parry the hammering he was receiving 
from the French and British on the 
west. 

It was bitter fighting in the woods, 
brush, and ravines, over a region per- 
fectly registered and plotted by ths 
enemy, where his guns, big and lit- 
tle, could be used with the greatest 
efficiency. The original nine American 
divisions in some cases were kept in 
the lines over three consecutive weeks. 
The American reserves then were 
thrown in until every division not en- 
gaged on another part of the line had 
been put into action.

» GET RIGHT WITH THE YANKS. 

. By failure to respond quickly and abundantly to 
the request of the united war work agencies for 
‘our share of the $170,500,000 overseas fund we 
have set 6urselves-in danger of judgment. The 
young man in American khaki over there is apt 
to say: 


“So this is the gratitude of the republic. My, 


fellow countrymen were wild with enthusiasm when 
they saw me march into the mouth of hell; they 
were eager to clap their hands when I was doing 
my part of the job; but now when everything 
seems safe they drop their end of the bargain and 
L can shift for myself.” 

It isn’t possible. It cannot be that way at all. 
Lt isn’t American; isn’t decent. This neighborhood 
ig some millions behind in its obligations to the 
united war fund and the mere knowledge of this 
ought to be sufficient. 

Two extra days have been allotted in which to 
make up the deficiency. Ought not this extension 
ef time in itself to be a sufficient rebuke to the 
community's oversight? | | 

War work is imperative now as it has not been 
yefore. Throughout’ the whole stage of conflict 
the soldiers were under stress of discipline and the 
excitement of action. Each moment of their time 
was occupied with tasks replete with thrill and 
importance. 

That stress has been removed in a large measure. 
The period of eagerness for the return home is at 
hand. The mere mechanical and routine features 
‘of the return of more than 2,000,000 men from 
Europe requires a program of patience. It will be 


‘ months before they are all back again. In the 


meantime their life is in danger of becoming hum- 
_@rum. They will lack the enthusiasm of comba 
‘and the constant vigilance tt entails. 
-. Maintenance of morale is just as important as 
ever. And morale ia not easy to maintain when 
time hangs heavy for 2,000,000 soldiers. Their 
- thoughts must be ogcupied. Military employments 


‘are not sufficient. There must be camp and com- 


munity service. Deprived of all the small comforts, 
the Yanks are apt to become fretful—and par- 
donably so. They are entitled to diversion of a 
“goed, wholesome sort. And it is our business to 
see they get it. 

“We have two days of grace. Let us see to 
that we get right with the Yanks. | 


INCREASING THE ESSENTIALS. 
We have found out in this war that a great 
many persons are engaged in occupations regarded 
@#s not essential in the emergency. Chiefly these 
so-called nonessential employments have to do with 
the purveying of luxuries. But not al? of them; a

‘yast humber are not employments at all but are 


‘methods of evading and some of these 
methods, such as begging, loafing, and pandering, 


are really more arduous than some forms of fruit- 


ful industry. | 
_.Just recently the restrictions applied to nones- 
Sential employments were dropped. The tmmedi- 
ate effect was this: All those who previously were 
addicted to the luxurious pursuits of loafing, beg- 
ging, and the various forms of pandering instantly 
xéturned to these pursuits; applications for jobs in 
the free employment offices fell, and the essential 
workers resume, as heretofore, the burden of pro 
duction. 

In all probability this fs not the fault of the in- 
dividual we are wont to stamp with the colloquial- 


ism of “hobo.” We must not be insensible to the 


fact that he sprang from somewhere and that 
somewhere in his history something went awry; 
whether an inherent indisposition for industry, a 
social fault, or an acquired taste for ease we need 
not inquire. The point ts, can something be done 
‘to provide a remedy; if not a complete cure, which 
‘seems remote, then, a partial one? We believe the | 
answer lies in universal military training. 

_ The average American boy who completes a high 
school course is in very small degree liable to be 


come a honessential citizen. If he takes a college 
course the danger decreases in proportion as he ap- 
plies himself to some definite objective. The chief 
‘value in school training lies in the associations of 
“men and women that are to be. There are associa- 
tions of ideas, associations of history, associations

the country. With the cessation of the war it is 
obvious that our national expenditure must be. 
considerably reduced, and this reduction, of course, 
ought to be reflected in our tax levies. 

The question before congress is to what extent 
and in what detail this reduction can be made. 
Mr. McAdoo wisely states that “our tax measures 


rather than to burden and repress business and 


$6,000,000,000, that amount will still be the largest 
sum ever raised by taxation in the United States. 
During the course of the war it was necessary to 
think in terms of maximum expenditure; we could 
not afford to imperé! victory by a niggardly policy 
of finance. We are now concerned, however, with 
the problems of transition and reconstruction. It 
ought to be clear that the financial problems grow- 
ing out of the war will be easier of solution after 
this period is over. In other words, it would be | 
a mistake to impose the heaviest burdens just at, 
a time when business is attempting to readjust 
itself to changed conditions. 

According to Mr, McAdoo’s own figures, the ex- 
penditure for the year ending June 30, 1919, prob- 
ably will not exceed $18,000,000,000, whereas his 
previous estimate was for an expenditure of $24,- 
000,000,000. It was because of this estimate, we 
believe, that Mr. McAdoo advocated an $8,000,000,- 
000 tax levy. If, therefore, our expenditure will 
be reduced by some $6,000,000,000, it would seem 
possible to cut down the tax bill in greater propor- 
tion than that represented by the suggested reduc- 
tion of $2,000,000,000. | 

These are questions that can be settied only by 
a careful analysis of our revenues and disburse- 
ments. Such an ahalysis should take account, for 
one thing, of the incidence of the proposed taxes 
and their possible effect on various classes of busi- 
ness. Since the house passed the rew bill some 
months ago the entire social, financial, and political 
situation has changed, and congress should give/| 
consideration to these changed) conditions. 

In one respect at least a definite recommenda- 
tion can be, made at time. During the 
course of the war every effort to establish a scien- 
tifie budget system for the control of expenditure 
was defeated. This reformation of our national 
finances failed to receive any active support for 
the reason that most persons feared to impede or 
embarrass the government. The ending of the 
War removes any such cause for reluctance, and 
the fact that it will take many years to pay off the 
war debt makes it especially important to institute 
schemes for national economy. If the administra- 
tion fails to take thé initiative -n this direction 
it is the plain duty of congress to make good the 
omission.

The hope in the Withelmstrasse may very 
well be that Mr. Wilson will be tempted by the 
flattery of these appeals or by his humane disposi- 
tion to move gradually and unconsciously into the 
position of an advocate of leniency to Germany 
and presently find himself in the attitude and sit- 
uation of an arbiter, instead of a victor. 

This is a nalve conception which is not an insult 
to Mr. Wilson's diplomatic acumen only because 
it is so obviously vain, We are giad to note that 
the state department has given Solf notice of its 
futiligy by suggesting that he hereafter address 
Paria 4n4é London as well as Washington. 

Mesarwhile we are reminded by the whole pro- 
ceeding to continue to reserve judgment on the 
nature of the new German government, its stand- 
ards and objects. Red Berlin may be a radical 
change from Potsdam, and we hope it is. But 
pending satisfactory demonstration we shall do 
well to'adopt the canny skepticiam of our aéd- 
mirable commonwealth, expressed in its maxim:

SK the average man on the street 
A * Oh, fiddlesticks—<don’t amount te 

a row of pins!” Ask any health 
officer the same question and he will 
“Very important health depart- 
ment question.” 

More children die from measies than 
from any other form of contdgion. It 
kills more children than diphtheria or 
scarlet fever. Ask any school principal 
and he will reply: “I don’t know about 
the severity of the disease, but I know 
that it upsets the schools more than 


any other disease.” 
Now here are three opinions no two of 


| which are the same and two almost di- 


rectly contradictory. All the answers 
are honest. Why the difference? 

Measles starts like an ordinary cold. 
Within a few hours this particular kind 
of a cold differs from an ordinary cold 
in that the eyes get red. It also differs 
in degree in that there is more dry cough. 
In an ordinary cold cough does not come 
on until a few days after the nose cold. 

If the family is accustomed to using 
a thermometer it will find that the 
measies cold causes the higher fever 
of the two. After about three days 
the measles eruption begins to appear, 
starting first on the face. The disease 
is most contagious in the period before 
the eruption. 


As to all those points there is no dis- 
agreoment. In fact, most parents and 
some school officials say measles is so 
contagious in this early stage that there 


once the disease starts. In this Col. 
Raymond of the army replies by telling 
of a time when measles broke out in a 
command of which he had medical 
charge. At once he locked all the cases 
in one house and all the contacts in an- 
other barracks and marched the bulk of 
the command away. The epidemic 
stopped short. 

The mother who has had fortunate ex- 
periences with measles in her family 
tells of a few days of fever and hollow 
cough, then fading of the eruption, dis- 
appearance of fever, and stopping of 
the hollow cough in about ten days. 
In this the health officer agrees, but 
he adds so many children get what are 
known as complications that the num- 
ber of deaths from measles in half the 
United States in 1916 was 7,946 and 
other deaths, really from measies but 
entered on the record as bronchitis, 
pleurisy, lung abcess, empyema, but 
really due in the first instance to measles, 
would bring the total up to at least 
16,000. 

And right there is where the disagree- 
ment comes in. The average man on 
the street does not know about these 
cases that went wrong. The health offi- 
cer does know about them because the 
death certificates go through his hands 


and he has been studying them. In 
olden days we said that the “ measles 
struck in’ or that the patient “ caught 
cold.” Recent work indicates that what 
happens is that the patient gets an in- 
fection with a pus coccus called strepto- 
coccus hemolyticus.

| PUTTING “PEP” IN U. S. ARMY ADVERTISING’ |

IN THE ZONE OF OPERATIONS, 
FRANCE, Oct. 28.—Even the army 
finds it expedient and effective to resort 
to advertising methods occasionally to. 
bring a very important fact home to 
some of the red blooded, enthusiastic, 
and somewhat careless “wild cats” 
from the states. Also itis put up ina 
breezy style that first attracts atten- 
tion and then drives the point home. 

Because it was difficult for a while 
to impress upon some of the newer 
doughboys the importance of taking 
every possible precaution against the 
Hun's gas shells, large posters in 
large letters made their appearance 
throughout the advanced zone recently. 

At G. H. Q. these posters were dis- 
played in conspicuous places, and after 
a campaign of several days the “ care- 
less” boys have been made to under- 
stand that the one thing they are not 
to monkey with is a gas attack. 

One poster displays this jingle: 


“The hard boiled guy said gas was 
‘bunk ’; 

Said it was harmless, only stunk; 

And that the cock-eyed world he’d tell 

That all gas masks could go to—well, 

They sent hard boiled up to. the line; 

Fritz spilled the ‘mustard’ good and 
fine; 

And yet some folks still wonder why 

"Twas ‘flowers’ for the hard boiled 
guy.” 


Then the big poster goes on to lay 
down some solid advice: 

“Tt’s all right to cook with gas, but 
who wants to croak with it? There 
are two kinds of men in gas attacks— 
the quick and the dead. Which crowd 
is yours? Don’t be a dead one. Don't 
take a chance. If you do you'll never 
take another. There are three things 
to do when Fritz sends it over—hold 
your breath, get your mask on quick, 
and warn your pals.” 


Despite the repeated warnings issued 
to the men in their preliminary train- 
ing, some of the daredevils didn't take 
the gas stuff too seriously, and now 
little white crosses mark their last 
resting place in France. It was usually 
the “wild cats” who were entirely 
without fear that got into this trouble, 
for they didn’t understand the devilish 
devices and concoctions of the Hun gas

shell fire, loading the wounded into his 
ambulance.

The Huns, too, tried to fool our boys 
by a clever trick. The gas shells used 
early in the war could be distinguished 
from the high explosives because they 
didn’t make so much of a racket when 
they were detonated. Then the Huns 
began putting the gas into high ex- 
plosive shells, and for a few days the 
boys used to merely ignore the. “ big 
noises,” as they knew they were meant 
to kill immediately and were harmless 
after the first shock. They soon de- 
tected the boche trick, however, and 
soon Fritz’s tricks were all known, and 
most of the gas cases later were said 
to be due to carelessness. 


One of the strangest of all gas cases 
on record was that of a well known 
surgeon who was working up near the 
front. A particularly severe case was 
brought to him. The Huns were send- 
ing over a gas barrage at the time, and 
the surgeon was working away with 
his gas mask on. This case required 
immediate attention and a very delicate 
operation. He paid no attention to the 
bombardment, but went at his work as 
coolly and indifferently as if bending 
over the operating table in a hospital 
back home. Just as he was suturing 


the highly successful operation his gas 
mask glasses took on a covering of 
mist. 

The operation at this point was of 
such a delicate nature that it had to 
be done just right, for the fraction of 
a fraction of an inch one way or the 
other might mean the boy’s death.

_ The Hague peace tribunal could not 
forbid the most horridle war in his- 
tory, nor could it prevent perhaps a 
worse one in the future without some 
way of enforcing order and punishing 
~bdurate nations. The machinery by 
which organized baseball was operated 
before the war provei inadequate for 
the same reason. It could not, or did 
not, enforce its authority with suf- 
ficient vigor and authoricy to inspire 
the respect and fear that are essential 
to any form of government. 


In spite of the Cincinnati peace 
treaty and the national agreement, or- 
ganized baseball could. not prevent the 
Federal league war, "which came so 
close to wrecking the game that there 
was little left for the Luropean war to 
wind up. Nor could the present or- 
ganization prevent a siimilar and per- 
haps worse baseball war in the future. 

Having demonstrated that the big 
world and the little one are in the same 
fix, it looks as if the same kind of 
remedy would help in-each case.
